:“eountry, we find that the Prime Minister of England is an 
enthusiastic party to a settlement which he described as a 
‘great promising experiment.” The miners have been 
‘refused their demand ofa national pool, says Mr. Lloyd 
' “George, yet the Government and the owners combine to 
give them a, profit sharing.scheme out-of which 83 per cent 
:. sill go for wages and the remaining 17 per cent for profit. 
| Is that scheme circumscribed to districts or individual pits 
‘or will it operate uniformily all over the country? That 
«- mech Reuter had not told us. but it can fairly be taken for 
- granted that it cannot be confined to each pit, seeing that 
: some are already being worked at a loss. The average 
reader will not take a-lot of convincing that the verdict is 
something in the nature of a victory fur the miners.

Opium Smuggling. 

As bas been evidenced by the 
large number of proseentions of 
Iate and by what we were enabled 
to publish yesterday there bas 
undoubtedly been a considerable 
incresse in the smuggting of 
opium and onr Revenue Officers 
must have been hard put to it to 
keep up with the activities of the 
traffichers. Ik. has been thought 
for some time past that a well- 
organised syndicate has been 
controlling the smuggling: and 
sale of illicit opium sod this 
assumption is. in the opinion of 
thosa bes! qualified to judge, given 
& substantial colouring by- recent 
events. At the last meeting o 
the Legislative Council an addi- 
tion sum of nearly $4,000 was 
voted to the Imports and Exports 
Department, it- bsing explained 
that’ this sum was necessary to 
pay for the salaries of one addi- 
tional European officer and téa 
Chinese ‘revenue officers on ac- 
count of the increased smuggling. 
It might be necessary to increase 
the staff to an even greater 
extent or .to insti nte a more 
thorough, system of search. 
The latter course is open to 
many objections, and ao-one 
wishes to see a repetition of 
the undignified methods of search 
which used to be practised on all 
ourlocal wharves. This question 
of opium smuggling is- one to 
whick the Governuient will have 
togive its very closest attention. 
The revenue from the monopoly 
has already fallen by a very con- 
siderable amount and will legitim- 
ately fall still farther without be- 
ing aided ic itsshrinkage by smug-

Clause 4 provides that no land- 
lord can recover the possession 
of his domestic tenement, unless 
the tenant has failed to pay the 
standard rent; has failed to per> 
form some obligation of his 
tenancy; has been guilty of bad 
conduct; has given notice him- 
self to quit; or if the landlord, 
requires the house for his own 
occupation. There ere further 
safeguarding sections. .
